OLD MAN DIES FROM HEAT 
IN A HOSPITAL AMBULANCE. 


Another Is Overcome and Falls Of 
Wagon—Baby Bitten by Dog in 
Yard of Parents’ House. 


One man is.dead, another was prostrated, 
and a child was bitten by a dog as the result 
of the heat yesterday. 

Charles West, 70 years old, a civil war 
veteran, was overcome in his house and died 
while being removed in an ambulance to a 
private hospital.

The spring which opened up the whole mat- 
ter of the Dickinson ans was a rumor 
which came from the Criminal Court build- 
ing early in the day that the $400,000 in bonds 
which was the subject of the grand jury’s 
inquiry, had been stolen from the vaults of 
the trust company. The papers telling of the 
alleged theft created a sensation in Wall 
street until denials came from Joseph B. 
Reichman, president of the Carnegie Trust 
company, the district attorney’s office, and 
from the office of the state banking depart- 
ment. 

To clinch his statement that there were no 

securities missing, President Reichman ex- 
hibited the 300 $1,000 bonds, which are the 
total appearing on accgunt of the Carnegie 
Trust company’s loan. 
The loan transaction which has been under 
investigation, by the grand jury, hach im its 
inception nothing to do with Carnegie 
Trust company and grew out of a promotion 
scheme engineered by Charles E. Wellborne, 
who was fined $500 and got an eighteen 
months’ sentence for useing the mails to de- 
fraud. He was president of the Titusville 
Northern railway company last year and in 
furtherance of a plan for a $50,000,000 bolding 
company to consolidate this projected rail- 
road, with a number of loca! public utilities, 
took up with C. W Chapman, a loan broker 
of 2 Broad street. 

It was Chapman who appeared as the bor- 
rower in the Carnegie loan transactions, and 
who received the $400,000 of Titusville North- 
ern bonds. Mr. Chapman today admitted he 
still had control of $100,000 of the bonds and 
was holding them as security for money 
loaned to Weliborne’s agent. The remaining 
$300,000, he explained, had gone in with other 
securities not readily marketable as col- 
lateral for loans arranged with C. C. Dickin- 
son, then president of the Carnegie t 
company. He said that he had received in 
all about $40,000 cash from the trust com- 
pany, and in furthering the financial schemes 
of Wellborne and his associates had signed 
notes with the Carnegie Trust company ag- 
gregating nearly $67,000. Of the cash re- 
ceived, he said $25,000 had gone to Well 
borne, and the remainder in smaller amounts 
to others concerned in the Titusville enter- 
prises.

Hi» first loan was 
for $2,500 on a demand promissory note, for 
which, it is alleged, a consideration of $500 
was charged, which, the defense says, made 
the note.

8, for $27,000, and was also for sixty days 
The “usutious’’ consideration alleged in 
this instance was $1,250. Besides the Titus- 
ville bonds, which were put up in two batches, 
one of $100,000 and another of $200,000, in 
the form of collateral behind a $25,000 note 
of the rallway company, there were 200 
Shares of the stock of the United Surety 
company, and personal notes of Ernest J. 
Knabe Jr., and William Knabe, aggregating 


$50,000.

New York, July 6-—([Special.]—Leon D. 
Kauffman, president of the Moto Bloc Im- 
port company, dealers in automobile tires and 
accessories ,today filed with the Supreme 
court an affidavit charging that several man- 
ufacturers. of automobile tires and accesso- 
ries are in a combination to force independ 
ent dealers out of business, to raise prices, 
and seize for themselves all retailers’ profits. 
Kauffman’s affidavits reveal how great a 
force is the retailers’ profit in the cost of tires 
and accessories to the consumer. 

Kauffman charges that what is known es 
the Dealers’ Protective association has been 
formed with the last few months and com- 
posed of retailers in whose business the man- 
ufacturers have an interest. Other dealers, 
including his own company, Kauffman says, 
have to get their goods at consumers’ prices, 
Supreme Court Justice Giegerich, after read- 
ing Kauffman's affidavit, signed an order to- 
day for an examination before the trial of 
Lee W. Bennett. who, Keuffman says, organ- 
ized the Dealers’ Protective association, and 
Joseph IM. Gilbert, one of its directors. Ben- 
nett is connected with the General Auto Sup- 
ply company. According to Kauffman, the 
association includes manufacturers who fur- 
per cent of the tires and automobile 
accessories in the metropolitan district, 
The companies accused by Kauffman in- 
clude the Continental Caoutchoug company, 
the Diamond Rubber company, the Fisk Rub- 
ber company, and G. & J. Tire company, the 
Hartford Rubber Works company, the B. F. 
Goodrich company of New York, the B. F.

The machinery of emigration, according ‘to 
Palombellia, is like this: A peasant is first ani- 
mated by a desire to get a little money to build 
a house, in which to lodge his family. He builds 
his house. All his anticipations have been real- 
ized. But, says Palombella—and I have heard 
the same tale myself a hundred times—the 
whole thing is a snare and a delusion—the 
peasant is not satisfied. Either he does not 
build a house and eats up the money he has ac- 
quired abroad, or the money does not suffice to 
finish the house. He may even have completed 
the house. He is still unsatisfied. It is not 
what he thought it ‘would be. He goes back to 
the United States.

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Suffrage Leader Is Trying to 
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Judge Says Council May Find 


GIVEN BY GIBBON 
‘Whether City or Park 
Board Got Title First. 


Declares Two Statutes Enacted 
on Saine Day Add to the 
Streeterville Puzzle. . 


Juége John Gibbons of the Circuit court, 
whose letters to Attorney General Stead and 
‘the city council questioned the title of north 
shore owners in Streetervitle and other 
tracts of made lands,” stated last night 
that he would engage in no further public 
controversy on the subject, but would leave 
it for action by officials. 

“I wish it to be understood,” seid the 

judge, “that I am not pessing upon law 
questions or trying to question the title of 
any individual to the property along the lake’ 
shore, which may have been acquired in 
good faith: My sole purpose is to have 
those whose duty it is to institute proceedings 
to ascertain what righte are left to the peo- 
ple and to do 80 at once. 
“The city, without the initiative of the 
state, may do a great many things. For ex- 
ample, it may ascertain to whom the right 
to the submerged lands was first granted— 
to the city or to the Lincoln park board—and 
when such a grant was made. 


Judge Explains 1889 Act. 

I have long been cognizant of the fact 
that on June 4, 1889, a law was approved 
wherein title to certain submerged lands is 
granted the Lincoln park commissioners, to 
be held for the use and benefit of the public 
as a part of said park, and for no other 
purpose whatever. . 

Another act was approved the same day 
wherein the commissioners are authorized 
to extend a boulevard 200 feet wide upon the 
bed of the lake, and power is given them to 
contract in writing with persons for the 
construction of such boulevard. 

It is further provided that the submerged 
lands lying between the shore and ‘the inner 
line of the boulevard extended shall be ap- 
propriated by the commissioners to the pur- 
pose of defraying the cost of such extension, 
and the commissioners are authorized to sell 
such lands and vest a good title in the pur- 
chaser. . 

“The Supreme court in 1896 in the Kir 
case held the latter statute valid, and doubt- 
less many persons have acquired vested 
rignts under that decision or under other 
statutes. But the question of the incon- 
sistency of these two statutes, which were 
approved and which became laws on the 
same de does not appear to have been 
raised in that case, nor does it appear that 
the city of Chicago was a party thereto. 


May Make It Factory District. 


“In conclusion I may suggest that if per- 
fons “ave acquired title to the north shore 
lands, Why may they not convert the terri- 
tory into a factory and rolling mill district, 
thereby defeating the whole object and pur- 
pose of the Lincoln park enactments by ren- 
dering the park worthless as a playground 
for children? 

“There are many pertinent and farreach- 
ing questions involved in this inquiry which 
will require more study and investigation 
than a man in my position could give them 
and do justice to his official position.”
